Construction  requiring  neither 
electrical  nor  plumbing  inspection  shall  be  charged  at 
the  rate  of  $.04  per  square  foot;  construction  requiring 
only  electrical  inspection  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate 
of  $.06  per  square  foot;  and  construction  requiring  both 
electrical  and  plumbing  inspection  shall  be  charged  at 
the  rate  of  $.08  per  square  foot.  These  fees  may  be 
increased  yearly  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  at  a  rate  not 
to  exceed  the  federally  established  Cost  of  Living  Index, 
with  the  base  fee  to  be  established  in  1987."

Assess- 
ment figures  represent  the  appraised  full  value  (sound  value)  of  the  property 
as  of  1982  (the  purpose  at  that  time  being  to  equalize  all  individual  assess- 
ments on  this  basis)  with  additional  updates  as  determined  by  (a)  actual  market 
value  due  to  property  transfers,  (b)  changes  to  property  as  determined  by 
annual  Inventory  Reports  and  Building  Permits,  and  (c)  land  use  changes  (Cur- 
rent Use).  Property  record  cards  containing  descriptions  of  each  piece  of 
property,  including  the  basis  of  the  appraisal,  are  on  file  at  the  Office  of 
Selectmen,   and  may  be  examined   by  any  interested  party. 

If  any  property  owner  believes  the  assessment  on  his/her  property  this 
year  is  in  excess  of  its  full  market  value  he/she  may  appeal  to  the  Selectmen, 
IN  WRITING,  for  abatement  within  four  months  of  the  notice  of  his/her  tax  bill. 
Upon  refusal  of  the  Selectmen  to  make  such  abatement,  the  property  owner  may, 
within  six  months  of  the  notice  of  his  tax  bill  and  upon  payment  of  a  $25.00  * 
application  fee,  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Taxation,  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
Concord,  New  Hampshire.  In  lieu  of  appealing  to  the  Board  of  Taxation,  the 
property  owner  may  appeal  by  petition  to  the  Superior  Court  of  Cheshire  County. 
An  election  by  an  applicant  to  appeal  to  the  State  Board  of  Taxation  shall  be 
deemed  a  waiver  of  any  right  to  petition  the  Superior  Court.  In  the  case  where 
an  appeal  is  made  to  the  State  Board  of  Taxation,  a  review  appraiser  will  be 
assigned  to  investigate  the  appeal  or  members  of  the  Board  of  Taxation  will 
review  the  property  themselves. 

For  purposes  of  economy  and  efficiency,  the  Board  of  Taxation  will  allow 
appeals  made  to  it  to  accumulate  until  the  six  month  period  for  filing  has 
expired,  so  that  all  properties  may  be  examined  at  the  same  time.  Examination 
will   be  made  as   soon   thereafter  as  other  commitments  will    permit. 

Interest  at  12%  per  annum  will  be  charged  on  all  property  taxes  not  paid 
by  the  due  date  specified  on  the  tax  bill  and  the  filing  of  a  request  for 
review  of  assessment  will    not  waive  this   penalty.

The  Library  has  added  approximately  475  books  to  its  shelves  this  past 
year  making  a  total  of  almost  14,000  volumes.  In  addition  to  these  books,  the 
Library  continues  to  rent  books  from  the  McNaughton  Book  Service  allowing  a 
monthly  exchange  of  current  and  sometimes  best-seller  books.  The  Library  also 
offers  twenty  magazines  to  its  patrons.  New  magazines  added  to  our  shelves 
this  year  were  Crafts  and  Things,  Mother  Earth  News,  Hot  Rod,  and  Family 
Computing.     The  Library  also  has   numerous   puzzles   to  borrow. 

The  circulation  figure  for  the  year  reached  nearly  3500.  Of  this  total, 
1968  were  adult  books,  976  were  children's  books,  and  500  were  magazines, 
pamphlets  and   puzzles. 

flany  donations  of  books  have  been  gratefully  received  again  this  year. 
We  are  always  delighted  to  receive  donations,  whether  hard  cover  or  paperback 
books. 

Volunteer  workers,  Lois  Hastings,  Ruth  Maine  and  Judy  Malott  have  again 
donated  much  of  their  time  to  the  Library.  They  have  finished  weeding  and 
doing  an  inventory  of  the  adult  section  and  have  started  to  weed  out  and  do  an 
inventory  of  the  children's   section. 

There  was  a  summer  reading  program  for  the  Gil  sum  students.  The  children 
had  fund  competing  with  each  other  in  reading  books  and  also  enjoyed  the 
weekly  arts  and  crafts  projects.  A  party  was  held  at  the  end  of  the  program 
with  games,   refreshments   and   prizes   for  everyone. 

A  weekly  story  hour  started  tis  past  June,  with  Judy  Malott  as  the  story 
teller.       All     preschool     children    are    encouraged    to    attend    on    Wednesdays    at 

10:30  a.m. 

The  Library  now  has  a  new  photocopier.  Copies  can  be  made  either  stan- 
dard or  legal  size,  and  enlarged  or  reduced  from  the  original.  The  small  fee 
for  this  service  is  $.15  per  copy. 

Landscaping  in  the  front  of  the  building  was  done  in  the  fall  with  the 
donations  from  the  William  D.  Geer  Memorial  Fund. 

The  Library  hours  have  changed.  They  are:  Monday  afternoon  1:30  to  3:30; 
Tuesday  afternoon  1:30  to  3:30  and  Tuesday  evening  6:00  to  3:00;  Wednesday 
afternoon  1:30  to  3:30  and  Wednesday  evening  6:00  to  8:00;  Thursday  afternoon 
1:30  to  3:30;  and  Saturday  morning  10:00  to  Noon.

Over  the  past  few  months,   the  Gil  sum  Town  Hall   Committee  met  seven  times 
to  investigate  potential    uses   and  needed   repairs   and   improvements   to   the 
building.     We  have  concluded   that  as   the  building   stands   now  it   is   function- 
ally nearly  useless.     Parking   is  virtually  unavailable,  water  and   toilets   are 
non-existent.     The  building  has   no  access   for  the  handicapped  and   its   insula- 
tion and  wiring  are  marginal.     We  have  also  concluded  that  even  though   the 
Town  Hall   only  dates   to   the  early  part  of  this  century,    it  is  a   valuable  and 
historic   structure  and   should   be  retained  by  the  Town,   improved  and   used   if  at 
all    feasible.      In  order  to  make  the  building   suitable  for  hearings,  meetings, 
civic   programs   and  certain   recreational    uses,  we  feel    that  the   following  work 
is   essential:

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Land  adjacent  to  the  Library/Town  Office  Building  may  become  available  to 
the  Town,  and  some  discussion  has  been  aimed  at  either  moving  the  old  Town 
Hall  building  to  that  location  or  building  a  new  facility  there.  The  estimate 
obtained  from  Jack  Stilkey,  Dana  Wood,  Building  Movers  is  $38,000.  This  does 
not  cover  the  cost  PSNH  would  charge  to  move  telephone  and  electric  poles  and 
wires  and  replace  them  all  along  Main  Street.  Such  a  move  would  also  require 
taking  down  most  of  the  trees  as  the  Town  Hall  is  36  feet  wide  and  the  road  24 
feet  wide.  In  addition,  a  new  slab  would  have  to  be  laid  and  most  of  the 
refurbishing  of  the  building  be  done  as  already  outlined,  except  for  toilets, 
water,  and  septic. 

There  is  currently  $5,600  in  the  Town  Hall  Capital  Fund.  We  suggest, 
therefore,  that  $15,000  could  be  requested  this  year  in  the  warrant  in  order 
to  begin  the  renovation.  Then  the  Town  could  float  a  bond  for  the  remaining 
$30,000.

Article  "1  was   read   by  Mr.   Peter,  moved   to  the  floor,   seconded,   no  discussion, 
voted  on   by  a  show  of  hands,   and  approved  unanimously. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000 
to  be  placed  in   the  Fire  Truck  Capital    Reserve  Fund. 
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Article  #2  was  read,  moved  to  the  floor,  seconded,  and  Marion  Hall  asked  how 

much  was  in  this  fund  now,  there  being  no  accurate  answer,  the  selectmen  were 

asked  to  answer  Mrs.  Hall  in  writing.  Voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands,  and 
approved  unanimously. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000 
to  be  placed  in  the  Dump  Truck  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Article  #3  was  moved  to  the  floor,  seconded,  there  being  no  apparent  discus- 
sion, voted  on  by  hands,  and  approved  unanimously. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000 
to  be  placed  in  the  Town  Hall  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Article  #4  was  read,  moved,  seconded  and  Francis  Malony  asked  how  much  was  in 
this  fund  now,  and  the  Selectmen  answered  $1,506.91  plus  $2,000  in  January  was 
added  to  that  amount  (around  $3,500).  Some  further  discussion  voted  on,  and 
there  were  4  negative  votes.  Article  #4  was  passed. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000 
to  be  used  to  open  a  new  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  excava- 
ting and  preparing  the  recently  purchased  addition  to  the  Centennial 
Cemetery. 

Article  #5  was  read,  moved,  seconded.  There  was  some  discussion,  and  the 
Selectmen  were  advised  to  send  Marion  Hall  a  letter  about  this  recent  addi- 
tion, as  there  was  no  one  there  from  the  Board  of  Cemetery  Trustees  to  answer 
about  what  recent  addition  this  was.

Keene,  and  the  construction,  maintenance,  and  operation  of  a  regional 
refuse  disposal  facility  by  said  district  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  a  proposed  agreement  filed  with  the  selectmen;

Article  #6  was  read,  moved,  seconded,  and  then  Paul  Mai  enfant  asked  to  have 
this  article  explained.  Pablo  Fleischmann  explained  that  the  $851.13  figure 
was  based  on  a  per  capita  basis.  After  further  discussion,  Lester  Robinson 
advised  to  keep  options  open,  and  the  Selectmen  and  the  53-B  Committee  advised 
up  to  join  53-B     ($1.054/capita) . 

There  were  40  paper  ballots  cast.  On  the  first  question,  the  count  was: 
yes  -  33,  no  -  7.  On  the  second  question,  the  count  was:  yes  -  33, 
no  -  6.     Article  #6  approved.

It  was  brought  to  Vn,s  floor  that  Article  #7  be  skipped  for  the  moment  and  the 
vote  on  Article  #8  be  brought  in  first,  seconded,  and  done. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Voluntary  Recycling  Program 
to  begin  July  1,  1986,  leading  to  a  Mandatory  Recycling  Program  beginning 
September  1,  1986,  in  order  to  reduce  costs  of  solid  waste  disposal. 

Article  #8  was  read,  moved  to  the  floor,  seconded,  and  discussed.  John  Cal- 
houn asked  what  this  program  would  cost,  and  Selectman  Bob  Cook  qave  hin  some 
preliminary  figures  for  starting:  approximately  $3,000  materials  for  bins; 
52,000  for  equipment,  trailer,  etc.;  approximately  S5,Q00  this  year,  and  about 
25%  of  our  solid  waste  could  be  recycled.  After  much  further  discussion,  it 
was  brought  to  a  vote  by  a  show  of  hands,  and  the  count  was:  yea  -  21, 
nay  -  6.  Article  #3  passed. 

We  then  returned  to  Article  #7. 

7.  To  receive  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee,  to  raise  and  appropriate 
such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town  expenses;  and  to 
act  in  any  manner  relating  thereto.

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  take  charge  of  the  observation  of  Memorial  Day. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  permits, 
without  charge,  for  the  supervised  activities  held  on  the  Town  Parade 
Grounds,  or  the  Baseball  Field,  said  permits  to  include  the  erection  of 
temporary  structures. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  any  or  all  pieces 
of  real  estate,  either  by  auction  or  private  sale,  acquired  by  tax  deed, 
said  property  to  be  advertised  for  sale  for  three  weeks  prior  to  sale.

Judy  Mallott  asked  that  a  committee  of  three  be  formed  to  investigate  restora- 
tion of  the  Town  Hall.  Mr.  Peter  asked  for  volunteers,  and  Robert  Cook, 
Richard  Benner,  and  Judy  Mallott  volunteered. 

Steve  Thresher  asked  about  the  assessment  booklets  that  were  distributed 
before,  and  then  a  motion  was  made  that  the  booklets  should  be  distributed 
with  the  next  (June)  tax  billing. 

This  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands,  and  there  being  four  disapproving  votes, 
it  was  approved. 

Appreciation  was  then  shown  by  a  round  of  applause  for  Bob  Cook  for  his  dedi- 
cation and  services  rendered  as  Selectman. 

Judy  Peter  made  a  motion  to  dissolve  the  meeting  at  10:53  pm,  it  was  seconded, 
and  the  meeting  then  dissolved.

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COMMENTS   FROM  THE   BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
February  1987 

Much  has  happened  in  the  past  year  in  the  general  management  of  the  Town 
of  Gil  sum.      Briefly,   we  would  like  to  highlight  the  following. 

We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  PC  CONNECTIONS  of  Marlow  for  the 
generous  donation  of  a  Bernouilli  Box  for  Gilsum's  IBM/PC  Computer,  enabling 
the  computer  to  handle  a  larger  amount  of  data.  This  donation  was  worth 
$2,000  at  time  of  receipt  and,  hopefully,  will  be  worth  much  more  in  terms  of 
future  computer  usage.  We  appreciate  this  fine  gesture  of  friendship  and  good 
wi  1 1 . 

This  year  Gilsum  is  completely  current  with  payments  to  the  Monadnock 
Regional    School    District,   having   paid  our  outstanding   past  due  amounts. 

The  Town  of  Gilsum  received  a  Flood  Disaster  grant  last  year.  Of  eleven 
roads  damaged  from  heavy  rains  in  mid-summer,  nine  were  approved  for  the 
grant  -  Belvedere,  Cemetery  Hill,  Pickering  Hill,  Powdermaker,  Hammond  Hollow, 
Whitney  Stage,  Banks,  Nash  Corner,  and  South  Woods  (T.O.N.E.)  Roads.  Eaton 
and  Old  Sullivan  Roads,  also  inspected,  were  considered  ineligible  as  their 
repair  costs  were  below  the  $250  minimum.  Belvedere  was  the  most  severe  and 
the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA)  recommended  a  Grant-in-Lieu  to 
bring  that  road  up  to  standard.  The  Town  received  $17,173  from  the  federal 
and  state  governments  (75%  of  their  75%  share),  with  the  remainding  amounts 
due  at  the  end  of  the  project  in  August  1987.  Total  expenses  for  Belvedere 
Road  will   determine  the  final    FEMA  and  Grant-in-Lieu  amounts. 

Our  town  attorney  is  negotiating  an  agreement  to  use  the  Keene  Landfill 
for  unrecycled  residential  household  wastes.  We  will  still  provide  a  location 
for  such  items  as  tree  stumps,  wood,  tires,  bulky  metal,  etc.,  as  the  Keene 
Landfill  will  not  accept  such  items.  Save  any  hazardous  household  wastes  for 
the  annual  regional  collection  day  later  in  the  spring.  We  continue  to  in- 
vestigate all  options  for  a  solution  to  Gilsum's  solid  waste  disposal,  and 
appreciate  your  patience  during   these  planning  stages. 

We  have  included  the  Current  Use  Report  in  this  year's  Town  Report.  Of 
485  assessed  properties,  94  are  in  "Current  Use."  The  number  of  properties 
listing  "Land"  is  410;  "Buildings"  -  285;  "Manufactured  Housing"  -  39.  Gilsum 
had  71  residents  qualifying  for  Veterans'  Service  Credit;  2  blind  residents; 
14  residents  qualified  for  the  $5,000  Elderly  Exemption  (ages  55  through  74), 
7  residents  qualified  for  the  $10,000  Elderly  Exemption  (ages  75  through  79), 
and  2  qualified  for  the  $20,000  Elderly  Exemption  (age  80  and  over).  There 
are  472  residents  qualifying  for  the  Resident  Tax  (ages  18  through  65).  Our 
school     and    town    census,    in    October,    identified    177    Children    under    age    18. 

We  hope  we  have  managed  the  past  year  to  your  satisfaction,  and  welcome 
your  comments.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  meet  each  Wednesday  at  7:00  p.m.  in  the 
Town  Office  Building.
